From the Amfterdam’ Gazette, Dated Sept. 14. 


The Zournal of the Imperialifts encemped near Luzara 
from the roth of Auguft to the 27th inclufive. 
UG. 20.The Bridge which the Enemy have’ 
laid over the Po is finifh’d, a Convoy is, 
_arriv’d in their Camp from Reggio, their. 
Army has been without Bread for fome 
~ days. 21. TheEnemy have fent over the. 
Po their fick and wounded. All the Deferters re- 
port that there are a great number of the Enemy 
wounded, and that our Cannon has done them con- 
fiderable Damage ;- They have finifh’d their Batte- 
ry over againft our Right Wing, from which they. 
have begun to cannonade us, bur without doing us 
much hurt: We have thrown up Breaftworks to co- 
ver us: The Enemy have drawn off the Cannon 
that were on their Batterys againft Borgoforte. The 
Licurenant Collonels Van Horn and Waldftein and 
Major Huttendorf are dead of their Wounds. _22. 
The Enemy have rais’d feveral Batteries . befides 
that againft our Right, which incommode us but 
little. Ours do them much Damage; our Bullets 
reach to Luzara, where we kill’d three Captains at_ 
ene Shot: The Enemy having begun to raife a, 
Battery very near our Lines, over againft the Place: 
where the Regiment of Gehlen is pofted, and which 
might do much dammage, Prince Eugene com-, 
manded Captain Ederick and Captain Schonborn 
with 3 Companies of Grenadiers to charge them. 
when it began to grow dark, and to poft themfelves 
on their Works, which was executed fuccefsfully, 
our Grenadiers driving them from their Batteries in 
diforder. The’ Companys of~ Reinforcements: of 
the Regiments of the Rhinegrave and_ Solari being” 
arriv’d near Oftiglia ; the firft are order’d-to march. 
to our Camp, and the others to relieve the Garri- 
fons of Oftiglia, Pontemolino, and Mirandola.’ 
23. We had a falfe Alarm by fome Boats that came 
down the, Po in the Evening ; upon which . Prince. 
Eugene order’d 300 Horfe. to patroll along the Po, 
and Count Montccuculi to keep Guard all Night 
with the Regiment of Horfe of Vifconti for the {e- 
curity.of cur Baggage. General Neuberg and Ba- 
ron Riedt who command in Borgoforte are warn’d. 
to keep a ftrict Watch, and. have a careful Eye to 
their Bridges. 24. The Enemy have cannonaded 
us, and we haye anfwer'd them vigoroufly. One 


of our Balls kill’d a Centinel at the Duke of Anjou’s » 


Gate : The Ehemy are at work ona Redoubt: ‘near 
Borgoforte, and they feem to defign to bombard 
that place anew. We gall ‘them forely with our 
gee Guns and Masaast 3; They have fent fome of 

eir Baggage to Cafal Maggiore, and above’ 400 
Waggon loads of wounded. 25. The Enemy have 
made a great Forrage, but their Convoy being too 
ftrong we durft not attack them: They carry on 


their Works againft Borgoforte. 26. We forraged 


on our fide : This Night we had a terrible Storm, 


which has broken’ the Enemy’s Bridges ; They are 


getting them in order again, and we have taken, 


fome of their Boats that have fallen’ down the Ri- 
ver. 27. The Duke of Mantua has left the Army,’ 


and ‘tis faid the Duke of Anjou will follow him 


very fhortly.

From the Army at Luzara, Septemb. 4. On the 
wit. a violent Tompeft ; accompanied with 


Hail of an extraordinary bignefs, broke the Bridge 


of Borgoforte and ours at Luzara, which were puc 
in order again in 4 or 5 Hours. On the 28th Prince 
Eugene wrote to the Duke de Vendome, and pro-. 
—_ a Cartel for the Exchange and Ranfom of 
rifoners : The King of Spain confented to it, tho’ 
the Enemy fefus’d it laft Year, and Commiffioners 
were nam’d on both fides. On the 19th the Town 
of Guaftalla was ifvefted by 12 Batraillons, and 
26 Squadrons, of the Army of Prince Vaudemont, 
commanded by the Marquefs de Vaubecourt Lieu- 
tenant General. The Trenches were open’d not 
far from the place in the Night of the a1ft, by 
Monfieur de Villepion on the Right,-and Monfieur 
de St. Peteron the Left; there were but 4 or 5 
Soldiets kill’'d or wounded in the firft and fecond 
Night ; The Marquis de Vaubecourt order’d the 
Cannon to play upon a Steeple, from whence the 
befieged very much incommoded the Trenches, 
which is beaten down. In the Night of the 3d, 
the Batteries of Cannon and Mortars were carryed | 
on, and this Morning they began to batter the foot. 
of the Wall; and hope to be able to fix their Mines 
to Night. The place. is encompafs’d by a large. 
Ditch: but there is no Outworks and but few great 
Guns: The Garrifon confifts of 1500 Men, com-— 
manded by Count Solari. The Contributions are. 
fetled with the Towns in the Dutchys of Modena’ 
and Reggio, which have oblig’d themfelve$ to pay 


a certain Summ of Moncey, and to provide Forrage, - 
The Armys are in the fame Pofts, and continue to’ 


fire on each other with great and fmall Shot ; but 


the Enemy fuffer moft, becaufe the King of Spain 


hasthe greatcft number of Artillery. To day the Car- 


tél was concluded in the fame manner as in former © 


Wars ; but.on condition that the exchange fhall not 
begin to be made'‘till the Imperialifts have brought 
back from Hungary the Priforners which they {ent 
thither contfary to the cuftomof.War, 
From the Amfterdam Courant, Dated Sept. 19. 
Bafil, Septenib. 10. Count Trautmanfdorf the 
Imperial Envoy has by 4 formal Renunciation made 
void the hereditary Alliance between the Cantons 
of Switzerland and the Houfe of Auftria ; becaufe 


moft of the Popifh Cantons are for making good 


the ancient Capitulation with the Dutchy of Milan, 


in favour of the Duke of Anjou, and accordingly . 


will raife 4c00 Men for his Service. He has given 
them 10 days, to begin from the 9th Inftant, to'en- 
ter into a new Allyance with the Emperor, and in 
cafe they do not came to fome terms of Agreement 
by that time, the Commerce between the Emperor's 
Subjects and the Swifs will be prohibited, and all 
Goods will be {eiz’d ar the Toll-loufes and confifca- 
ted ; and ’tis faid that the Imperialifts have already 
ftopp'd provifionally 4 Waggons that were going 
from Bafil ta the yearly Market at Zurzag.

From the Amfterdam Courant, Dated 19. 

Hamburg, Septemb. 15.The laft Letrers out of Pé- 
land fay, that the Greater and Leffler Way woodthips 
are like to joyn with the King ; that his Majefty is 
march’d towards Warfaw, and that the King of 
Sweden is following him with all his Forces, (being 


joyn’d by the Troops from Pomeramia) except 4 of 


sooo Men that are left in and about Cracow. 
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From the Amfterdam Courant, Dated Sept. 16. 

Riga, Aug. 27. We have certain Intelligence that 
the Mufcovites are come as far as Wolmar, within 
a few Miles of this City, and have burnt that 
Town and the Villages that lay about it, killing 
and drowning fomeof the Militia that they found in 
Wolmar. We expected yefterday that they would 
have drawn nearer to this place, but we have ad- 
vice now that they have divided their Army into 3 
Bodys, of which one of about 25000 Horfe is 
marching towards Marienburg and onwards to Po- 
land., the others towards Nerva and Scanfterny : 
We hear every Day of Towns, Villages and Farms 
being burnt ; ‘and fuch a multitude of People are 
fled hither, that there is not room enough to lodge 
them in the City. 

From the Harlem Courant, Dated Sept. 19. 

Amft. Sept. 11. Letters from Pernau of the 25th 
ult. fay, that the Sweedith General Slippenbach had 
form’d another Body of Men, and was upon the 
March with them. 

Frankfort, Sept. 13. The Garrifon of Landau 
march’d out to day, confifting of 1200 Men, and 
600 fick and wounded. The King of the Romans 
has given the command of the Place to the Count 
de Frize. 

Liége, Sept. 15. Count Verifa is pafs’d through 
this City Exprefs from the Elector of Cologn to 
Mathal Bouffleurs, to acquaint him that his Brother 


the Elector of Bavaria has declar’d in favour of the . 


Kings of France and Spain, and that he has poffefs'd 
himfelf of Ulm. 
Curaffou, July 25. Yefterday feveral of the Inha- 


bitants of St. Euftathius came hither with their’ 
Slaves and Goods and will be follow’d by others ; 


they bring us the News that the Englifh and French 


are up in Arms in-the Ifland of St. Chriftophers , 


and thar the latter are like to be driven out of 
it by the Englith. 
Froni the Amfterdam Courant, Dated Sept. 19. 
Nimmeghen , Sept. 16. They write'from Ven- 
lo, that the Befieged have advanc’d their Ap- 
proaches within 140 Paces of the Counterfcarp , 
and that they batter the Fort with 24 great Guns, 
ahd as many Mortars. They are carrying on their 
Batterys on all fides, arid wait for fome AN to 
be’ brought from Raveftyn. 
_ The Prince d’Auvergne is gone from the Hague 
to the fiege of Venlo. _ ES 
Falmouth, Sept. 10. Yelterday a Dutch Caper of 
20 Guns brought in here a French Sloop of 80 
Turis and 8 Guns, laden with Wine” and ‘Brandy 
for the Weft-Indies. The fame Caper has brought 
in here alfo a French Ship of 190 Tuns, 16 Guns.
